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Town's police station to stay closed 
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DORCHESTER’S po¬ 
lice station is to remain 
closed to callers, de¬ 
spite others in the 
county being saved. 

The news that the clo¬ 
sure will be permanent 
comes as Dorset police 
and the Police and the 
Crime Commissioner 
revealed that six out of 
12 station counters ear¬ 
marked for closure have 
now been saved. 

A lack of public 
protest and almost zero 
response from local 
councillors means that 
Dorchester will now be 
the only county town in 
the south west not to 
have a service where 
people can walk off the 
street and see a police 
officer without an ap¬ 
pointment. 

Town councillor, 
David Barrett, a retired 
police officer, was one 
of only a handful who 
opposed the closure, 
warning that it could 
lead to a drop in the 
number of people 
reporting crimes and a 
reduction in public con¬ 
fidence in the force. 

He said this week he 
was “bitterly disap¬ 
pointed” at the decision 
not to reprieve Dorch¬ 
ester’s front counter 
service, but could un¬ 
derstand the financial 
argument. 

“It obviously wasn’t 
priority number one for 
people. 

“For the county town 
it’s detrimental but

money has to be saved 
and if the police have 
the figures which show 
it wasn’t being used we 
will have to accept that. 

“I only hope they can 
now make some form 
of alternative contact 
point, possibly in one 
of the council offices.” 

Dorchester’s enquiry 
desk hours had been re¬ 
duced last year follow¬ 
ing the retirement of a 
long-serving member 
of staff and averaged 
only eight visitors for 
each weekday it was 
open. 

Town councillors 
were told that in 2013 
there were around 
1,700 visits to the front 
counter at Dorchester 
Police Station, com¬ 
pared to 4,500 in 2009. 

Dorset Police say the 
low numbers calling at 
the Dorchester station 


justify the decision and 
point out that officers 
from the Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood team are fre¬ 
quently available at the 
town library, at Pound- 
bury and even in 
Tesco’s foyer. They are 
also contactable by 
phone, email and even 
via Twitter and Face- 
book. 

Officers will still be 
able to be visited at the 
Dorchester station - but 
people will need to 
make an appointment 
in advance. 

Originally the police 
sought to close 15 front 
enquiry desks across 
the county in an effort 
to save money. 

In a statement this 
week the police said:

Bedroom tax leaves tenants in 'significant hardship' 


CHIEF executive of Magna Hous¬ 
ing Association, David Ald- 
winckle told district councillors 
that a number of the associa¬ 
tion's tenants had been left in 
'significant hardship' due to the 
changes, and the subsidy re¬ 
moval had exacerbated the situ¬ 
ation for those already in arrears. 

He said that to try and relieve 
the situation the association has 
encouraged people to under¬ 
take mutual exchanges and 
housing transfers. 


He said that one-bedroom 
properties were in demand but 
there was a low demand for rural 


properties. 

The Conservatives 'bedroom 
tax,' which was introduced in 
April 2013, restricts housing 
benefit for those perceived to 
have 'extra' bedrooms. Its effect 
is to cut housing benefit by 14 
per cent for those with one addi¬ 
tional bedroom and by 25 per 
cent for those with two or more 
spare bedrooms. 


At the moment West Dorset 
District Council is able to give 
discretionary housing payments 
to housing benefit claimants 
affected by the changes. 

At the end of December, the 
district council awarded 273 dis¬ 
cretionary housing payments, 
spending £108,406; an average 
of just under £400 for each 
claim. A government grant of 
£124,189 was awarded to West 
Dorset last year to help alleviate 
the removal of the subsidy. 


DORSET County Hospi¬ 
tal (DCH)’s stroke team 
has been recognised na¬ 
tionally for its work to 
improve services for pa¬ 
tients.

intervention from the 
Police and Crime 
Commissioner this 
proposal was changed, 
resulting in fewer clo¬ 
sures and the re-alloca- 
tion of staff in order to 
preserve some counter 
services, with six 
rather than 12 now 
closing.” 

“The new approach, 
originally planned for 
September, will now 
take effect before the 
end of this financial 
year in order for the 
force to continue to 
open more counters 
than originally in¬ 
tended while meeting 
the continued reduc¬ 
tions in government 
funding.” 

The police say that 
the closures will result 
in savings of approxi¬ 
mately £300,000 - the 
equivalent of six front 
line officers or ten po¬ 
lice community sup¬ 
port officers. The 
revised arrangements, 
which come into effect 


from March 1st, will be 
displayed at all six sta¬ 
tions, with an overview 
provided on the Dorset 
police website. 

Chief Constable Deb¬ 
bie Simpson said: 
“Changes of this nature 
are understandably 
emotive and we con¬ 
tinue to work with our 
partners to ensure that 
we meet our true de¬ 
mand within our 
budget constraints. 

“Unfortunately, that 
simply means we can’t 
maintain such a costly 
and under-used service 
at the expense of other 
local policing. 

“We have listened 
carefully to members 
of the public and re¬ 
tained services where 
they are most needed. 

“Closing front coun¬ 
ters does not mean that 
a police station is 
closed and officers 
continue to work there. 

Meanwhile negotia¬ 
tions are underway 
with local councils and 


other partners in order 
to provide alternative 
contact points for the 
public. These contact 
points will be intro¬ 
duced throughout the 
summer in accessible 
community locations 
such as libraries, com¬ 
munity centres and 
council offices. They 
will provide online 
services, 101 telephone 
access and crime pre¬ 
vention information. 
Full details of local 
contact points will be 
announced once final 
arrangements are in 
place. 

In Dorchester talks 
have been held to cre¬ 
ate a police contact 
point at South Walks 
House, the headquar¬ 
ters of West Dorset 
District Council, less 
than a quarter of a mile 
from the police station. 

At the time of publi¬ 
cation of this week’s 
View from Dorchester 
no one was able to 
comment on whether 


or not Dorchester 
would have an alterna¬ 
tive contact point. 

Police and Crime 
Commissioner Martyn 
Underhill said: “This 
decision has been one 
of the most challenging 
faced by Dorset Police 
since I was elected as 
Dorset’s PCC and, 
needless to say, it is not 
one that has been taken 
lightly. 

“I know that closing 
six front office coun¬ 
ters are six too many, 
but we have to meet 
our cuts somewhere 


when we are losing 
20% of our budget.” 

Surveys indicate that 
75 per cent of the pub¬ 
lic prefer to contact 
Dorset police by tele¬ 
phone, 13 per cent said 
they would prefer to 
visit a police station 
and 9 per cent said they 
would rather make 
contact via the internet. 

In addition to Dorch¬ 
ester, police front 
counter services will 
also close at Shaftes¬ 
bury, Ferndown, 
Christchurch, Winton

County council agrees to 
1.99% council tax increase 


DORSET County Coun¬ 
cil will increase its share 
of the council tax by just 
under two per cent next 
year to help protect vital 
services to the county's 
communities. 

Without an increase 
the council would need 
to find further savings on 
top of the £ 15m already 
needed in 2015-6. 

A drop in the main 
grant the council re¬ 
ceives from central gov¬ 
ernment, as well as 
reductions in other spe¬ 
cific grants, means that 
the council will need 
continue to find signifi¬ 
cant savings in coming 
years. This is on top of 
savings amounting to 
£60m which have al¬ 
ready been taken out in 
recent years. 

The council's Forward 
Together Transformation 
programme has identi¬ 


fied savings of £14.7m 
for 2015-6 and the short¬ 
fall of £532,000 will be 
funded from the collec¬ 
tion fund surplus. 

Council leader Robert 
Gould said: "There con¬ 
tinue to be tough choices 
to be made as we strive 
to deliver the services 
that our residents tell us 
they value, with ever re¬ 
ducing funding. 

"The budget I have set 
out today is challenging 
but we are ambitious and 
optimistic for the future. 

"The drive for effi¬ 
ciency must continue. It 
is also important that we 
work closely with all of 
our public service part¬ 
ners in Dorset to make 
public funds go further." 

One example of work¬ 
ing with partners is the 
local authority trading 
company being set up in 
the summer by Dorset, 


Bournemouth and Poole 
to deliver a range of 
adult social care serv¬ 
ices. 

Cllr Gould explained 
that it was no longer pru¬ 
dent to accept the coun¬ 
cil tax freeze grant that 
enables councils not to 
increase the tax, saying 
that it was made avail¬ 
able "at the whim of 
government". 

He added: "I believe 
this modest increase in 
council tax is an accept¬ 
able way to avoid a fur¬ 
ther £1.8 million cut in 
the base budget. If we 
are to realise our vision 
for more independent 
local government, we 
need to raise more of our 
own income locally." 

Cllr Gould also out¬ 
lined plans for capital 
spending, which include 
£2m towards road re¬ 
pairs, the top priority for 


local people. 

The council also heard 
in December that its 
transport funding alloca¬ 
tion is £2m better than 
expected. 

And Cllr Gould de¬ 
scribed how the county 
council is changing the 
way it works, supported 
by better technology, to 
make better use of its 
buildings and release 
those it no longer needs 
to save on running costs. 

The council will also 
be supporting local 
schemes in communities 
by continuing to fund 
member budgets, giving 
each councillor £5,000 
to allocate to initiatives 
in their patch. 

The budget and the 
council tax rise were 
supported by all political 
groups.

Martyrs 

A FINANCE trustee is 
needed to help steer the 
development of a new 
Shire Hall attraction in 
Dorchester. 

The proposed attrac¬ 
tion features a historic 
courtroom and cells, 
where the Tolpuddle 
Martyrs went on trial and 
Thomas Hardy sat as 
magistrate, as the centre¬ 
piece of a £2.9m justice- 
themed permanent 
exhibition. 

West Dorset District 
Council has already 
committed £1.1 million 
to the project and with 
the London Dorchester 
Committee Trust, has 
submitted a bid to Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund 
(HLF). 


The proposal, which 
has planning permission, 
has already passed HLF 
round one approval and a 
final round two funding 
decision is expected this 
summer. 

Ideally a chartered ac¬ 
countant, the finance 
specialist would join six 
other unpaid expert 
trustees on the board of 
the trust, which is a reg¬ 
istered charity. 

London Dorchester 
Committee Trust chair¬ 
man John Russell said: 

"This is an exciting op¬ 
portunity to get involved 
in a unique project which 
will bring to life the trials 
that happened in Dorset 
in years gone by. 

"It's a vital role and 


we're looking for some¬ 
one with experience, 
skills, and expertise in fi¬ 
nancial management, 
asset management and 
property law, as well as 
an understanding of the 
legal duties, responsibil¬ 
ities and liabilities of 
trusteeship. 

"If you've got the pas¬ 


sion, skills and commit¬ 
ment to get involved 
then we're interested in 
hearing from you."

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Books on prescription 
for dementia sufferers 


THE latest phase of an 
initiative designed to 
support people with de¬ 
mentia and their carers 
was launched in Dorch¬ 
ester last week. 

The town's library 
and learning centre 
hosted the launch event 
for the 'Reading Well 
Books on Prescription' 
scheme - a countywide 
initiative which aims to 
improve public under¬ 
standing about the con¬ 
dition and the 
challenges faced by 
those affected by it. 

Dorset has some of 
the poorest rates of 
dementia diagnosis in 
the country, with 
around three quarters of 
people who are suffer¬ 
ing with the disease not 
diagnosed. 

Visitors were invited 
to Dorchester to learn 
more about the illness 
by testing themselves 
in activities designed to 
stimulate memory, as 
well as more unusual 
forms of support ther¬ 
apy, such as seated 
dance classes and 
singing for the brain. 


A range of organisa¬ 
tions , including the 
Alzheimer's Society, 
were also on hand to 
offer help and advice 
during the launch of the 
scheme, which will run 
in conjunction with li¬ 
braries across Dorset. 

Now in its second 
year, the national 
scheme has already 
helped over 275,000 
people with common 
mental health condi¬ 
tions feel better through 
self-help reading. 

A total of 25 titles, 
providing quality infor¬ 
mation, advice and sup¬ 
port for those affected 
by dementia, are now 
available from any of 
the county's libraries. 

The books offer guid¬ 
ance on early memory 
loss along with practi¬ 
cal help for carers with 
suggested activities to 
help people remain ac¬ 
tive and independent 
for as long as possible. 

"Our libraries are 
playing a significant 
role in helping to build 
a dementia-friendly 
community across 


Dorset,” said Council¬ 
lor Colin Jamieson, 
Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil's cabinet member 
for community serv¬ 
ices. 

“Dorset has the worst 
rates of diagnosis: three 
quarters of people liv¬ 
ing with dementia do 
not have a diagnosis, 
compared to a national 
average of 60 per cent.

Cllr Michael Bevan, 
the council’s 'cham¬ 
pion' for mental health, 
added: “Better aware¬ 
ness and understanding 
of the condition is 
clearly needed, so I 
would urge anyone 
wanting to learn more 
about dementia to visit 
their local library and 
ask about the 'Reading 
Well Books on Pre¬ 
scription' scheme."

Can we afford to investigate 
creating unitary authority? 


■ POPPED into Titanic House last 
Tuesday to catch West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council’s all-important Cabinet 
meeting. Just to listen, of course, the 
public doesn’t get to speak when big 
decisions are being made. 

The meeting followed the familiar, 
time-honoured routine of nodding 
self-congratulation, this time sprin¬ 
kled liberally - almost doggedly - 
with the term “good news”, perhaps 
for the benefit of the official minutes 
or the lone press reporter. 

One agenda item, disposed of in 
under five minutes, concerned the es¬ 
tablishment of the tri-council part¬ 
nership, an arrangement by which 
the western half of Dorset will soon 
find itself awkwardly roped together. 

This isolated sentence in the offi¬ 
cers’ report caught my eye: “The tri¬ 
council partnership is designed to 
deliver savings for the partnership of 
£6million by 2020.” 

No Cabinet member drew attention 
to this, queried it, or sought clarifica¬ 
tion, so perhaps the meaning is plain 
enough: that over the next five to six 
years the resulting savings across 


half our county should average about 
£1 million per year. 

Even more “good news”? 

I’m far more impressed by De- 
loittes’ 2007 prediction that, by going 
unitary, the whole county would save 
at least £20million per year. Pro rata, 
that’s ten times as good. 

Many other councils throughout 
England have already made or are 
now commissioning business cases 
in favour of going unitary; substan¬ 
tial savings are anticipated. 

Yet Dorset County Council’s cur¬ 
rent leader disdains this approach, as¬ 
serting that it would not be a good 
use of public money. 

Typically, the going rate for a pro¬ 
fessional investigation is about 
£50,000. Does that sound a lot? Put 
in perspective, it’s just one-fortieth of 
what WDDC lost on the sale of Strat¬ 
ton House. 

Could we afford to investigate uni¬ 
tary for Dorset? Can we afford not 
to?

DORSET county council is asking 
residents for their views on 
charges for social care ahead of 
changes introduced by the Care 
Act in April. 

Although most of changes the 
Act will bring are legal require¬ 
ments, there are some aspects 
councils can decide at a local 
level, which include: 

• the level of certain charges that 
will apply for people who can af¬ 
ford to pay for services, 

• the circumstances when the 
county council will give a refund 
to people who miss a service due 
to illness or other absence, 

• charges for the carers' 'Short 
Breaks Service', and 

• administration charges and inter¬ 
est rates that will apply to the new 
Deferred Payment Agreement 
(loan) scheme. 

A public consultation is now un¬ 
derway, and the county council is 


keen to hear from local people 
about the proposals before any 
changes are made. 

Cllr Jill Haynes, cabinet member 
for adult social care at Dorset 
county council, said: "Designed to 
put people in 

control of their care and support, 
the Act represents the most 
significant reform in the law about 
adult social care for decades. 

"It will place new duties and re¬ 
sponsibilities on local authorities, 
including Dorset county council, 
about care and support for adults 
and their carers. 

"The proposed policies aim to 
make sure we deliver the legal re¬ 
quirements of the Care Act, and 
also deliver the best possible care 
for Dorset residents. " 

"The county council's annual 
grant from the government is 
going down in real terms, whilst 
the demand for our services and 


the cost of providing them is going 
up. 

“We have to save £45 million by 
2017-18, and want to spend what 
we have in the areas where people 
tell us it will make the most differ¬ 
ence to them and the people they 
care for. 

"As any changes will need to be 
in place by April, the consultation 
will end on 16 March. We want to 
encourage people to give us their 
views and ensure that the charging 
policies are fair and equitable to 
everyone. 

"The results of the consultation 
will help us shape how the Care 
Act legislation is delivered at a 
local level."

Fire authority agrees 2p 
a week council tax rise 


AT THEIR meeting on February 
10th, Dorset Fire Authority 
members agreed a 1.89% rise in 
the council tax precept as well as 
receiving an update on the pro¬ 
posed combination with Wilt¬ 
shire & Swindon Fire Authority. 

Members also considered a 
progress report on work to join 
together both services’ control 
rooms in the creation of a joint 
command and control centre. 

During their meeting, mem¬ 
bers also heard from four of 
Dorset Fire and Rescue Serv¬ 
ices’ operational firefighter ap¬ 
prentices, about how they were 
selected and how their training 
has progressed since joining the 
service in October 2014. 


Chief Fire Officer Darran 
Gunter said: “I am delighted that 
the authority took this opportu¬ 
nity to meet our apprentices and 
hear about the work and training 
they have been undertaking. 

“This service is extremely 
proud of the work we do with 
young people and our appren¬ 
ticeship scheme is a great exam¬ 
ple of getting young people into 
work.” 

Chairman of Dorset Fire Au¬ 
thority, Councillor Rebecca 
Knox said: “I am very pleased 
that members voted for a small 
increase in council tax that was 
recommended to us. 

“This increase in our base 
budget will help the fire author¬ 


ity to continue to provide an ex¬ 
cellent service for the communi¬ 
ties of Dorset whilst also 
preparing for further reductions 
in funding from central govern¬ 
ment in future years.” 

Members received updates 
from officers on progress with 
the potential combination with 
Wiltshire & Swindon fire au¬ 
thority. Officers from both 
Dorset and Wiltshire are work¬ 
ing towards the combination 
order being laid in parliament by 
25th March. 

Members were pleased with 
the updates and assurances to 
effect a smooth transition to a 
new authority and achieve pro¬ 
jected financial savings. 


MP calls for more resources for Dorset police 


RICHARD Drax, MP, 
in a speech to parlia¬ 
ment during a motion 
to approve the Police 
Grant Settlement, 
(£66.82 million for 
Dorset in 2015-2016), 
warned that, “if year on 
year savings of six per 
cent are implemented, 
as predicted, Dorset 
could see the number 


of dolice officers drop 
by 500, which is what it 
takes to police 
Bournemouth.” 

Dorset police had been 
at the “bottom of the 
funding ladder for 
years,” despite paying a 
disproportionately 
large amount of council 
tax towards the police, 
Drax said. 


“Now they are in the 
bottom quartile, so the 
situation has barely im¬ 
proved, and further 
savings will inevitably 
put pressure on the 
work that the police 
do,” he added. 

Drax paid tribute to the 
chief constable of 
Dorset, Debbie Simp¬ 
son, the police and 


crime commissioner 
Martyn Underhill and 
to Dorset’s 1,200 offi¬ 
cers and 156 PCSOs, 
saying, “We owe them 
a huge debt of gratitude 
and our thanks.” 

Drax ended by saying, 
“ I hope that more 
money will become 
available as the econ¬ 
omy recovers.” 


Carton recycling 
banks reduced 

THE number of recycling banks for card¬ 
board cartons (TetraPaks) in Dorset has 
been reduced. 

The Dorset Waste Partnership's contractor, 
Ace UK, has reviewed its banks in Dorset 
and removed them from seven lesser-used 
sites. There are still 14 sites in Dorset where 
residents can recycle cartons. 

Banks have been removed from: 

• Waitrose, Christchurch 

• Church Farm, Sixpenny Handley 

• Churchill Arms, Alderholt 

• Station Road car park, Stalbridge 

• Westport House, Wareham 

• Durberville Hall, Wool 

• County Hall, Dorchester 

Locations of the remaining carton banks 
in Dorset can be found at www.dorset- 
foryou. com/recycling-centres/mini 

Cartons, also known by the trademark 
TetraPak, are a composite of cardboard, foil 
and plastic. They are not currently collected 
using the Recycle for Dorset kerbside serv¬ 
ice as there are no nearby facilities that can 
process them. 

This is expected to change when a new 
materials recycling facility shared by 
Bournemouth Borough Council and the 
Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP) opens 
within the next two years. 

The DWP is working with contractors to 
ensure there are local facilities for recycling 
cartons in all districts of Dorset.

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Care home improvements recommended 


DCCI attends London conference 


A REPORT published 
today outlines a string of 
improvements recom¬ 
mended by Dorset Safe¬ 
guarding Adults Board 
(DSAB) following an in¬ 
vestigation into a former 
Dorset care home for 
vulnerable adults. 

The Serious Case 
Audit (SCA) into the 
now closed Purbeck 
Care Home, found that 
residents suffered abuse 
and received inadequate 
standards of care be¬ 
tween January 2010 and 
November 2012. 

The report highlights a 
number of learning 
points for health and so¬ 
cial care agencies, in¬ 
cluding better sharing of 
information, stronger 
links with families and 
advocacy services as 


well as improved proce¬ 
dures for staff to raise 
concerns about standards 
of care. 

Dorset County Council 
stopped funding any new 
placements in 2012, fol¬ 
lowing an incident 
where a male member of 
staff subjected a female 
resident to a prolonged 
period of physical and 
verbal abuse. He was 
sentenced to six months 
imprisonment in 2013. 

A subsequent multi¬ 
agency case audit uncov¬ 
ered significant gaps in 
staff training, lack of 
planning sufficiently for 
care of older residents, 
limited access to any ac¬ 
tivities and poor provi¬ 
sion of food and 
beverages. 

The SCA highlights a 


number of failings and 
calls for action on all 
health and social care or¬ 
ganisations involved to 
improve communica¬ 
tion, cooperation and 
sharing local intelli¬ 
gence. 

The most significant 
point in the report under¬ 
lines the view that vul¬ 
nerable people with 
complex needs should be 
cared for in local com¬ 
munities, or care home 
placements close to their 
home and family where 
they can receive better 
care and support, to pre¬ 
vent institutionalised 
neglect and abuse in the 
future. 

All agencies involved, 
including local councils, 
the police and Care 
Quality Commission, 


have welcomed the rec¬ 
ommendations of the re¬ 
port and are keen to 
work closely to reduce 
the risk of similar mis¬ 
takes being made in the 
future. 

Jane Ashman, chair of 
the DSAB, said: "Ac¬ 
commodation and sup¬ 
port services for people 
with a learning disability 
have developed greatly 
over the past decade to 
meet changing needs and 
expectations. 

“Most adults with a 
learning disability and 
their carers prefer more 
independent living 
where people have then- 
own self-contained ac¬ 
commodation and yet 
can maintain contact 
with others such as 
friends."

How do I choose a roofing contractor? 


ONE of the best places to start looking is in the 
NFRC (National Federation of Building Contrac¬ 
tors) Directory which lists proven property pro¬ 
fessionals from all over the UK. Always make sure 
the roofing contractor you hire is registered. 

Weeding out the cowboys, or how to spot 
a dishonest contractor; 

It is every homeowner's nightmare. Hiring a 
contractor that seemed capable on first impres¬ 
sion, only to have the make a mess of your beau¬ 
tiful home through lack of skill! 

Ask the prospective contractor for a portfolio of 
references and photo's of their work. Any good 
contractor will be happy to show you these. If 
they're not, it's probably best to look elsewhere. 

What to lookout for 

• No VAT! You pay for the materials and I'll 
supply Labour! (You still have to pay VAT on 
materials, research, guarantee and sort out in 
your time!) 

Commonly used 'sales pitches'; anything that 
sounds too good to be true usually is. Be 
especially aware of very low initial estimates. 

• Door knockers: never hire a contractor who 
offers their services door to door. 

• Pointing out functional problems: view 
descriptions of awful or very complicated 
problems with suspicion. If you can't easily 
find out about it online, it's probably not true. 

• It's urgent! Undue stress of this point is always 
a bad sign. An honest contractor will not 
pressure you into making a decision. 

Pricing and costs 

Pricing for roofing jobs depends on the extent 
and complexity of the job and on the materials 
used. Always consider written quotes (never ver¬ 
bal) before settling on a roofing contractor. Most 
professionals will produce a quote within 3 or 7 
days. 

Questions to ask your roofing contractor 

Are you a registered trade member? 

We recommend that your contractor be regis¬ 
tered in a national trade association, such as the 
NFRC/ LSA 

Does the company carry insurance? 

Workers compensation and liability insurance to 
be specific, if the worker is hurt, and the roofing 
contractor does not have insurance, then the 
home owner is liable. Ask to have current certifi¬ 
cation sent to you. Do not accept the roofing con¬ 
tractor at their word. They may carry health, life 
and car insurance. Bland assurances of health 
coverage may refer to these. (Does your roofer's 
insurance cover him if he is not qualified?)

What is the company's workman ship warranty? 
Some warranties are for one year, some are for 
longer. 

The length of a roofing contractors warranty is 
not really as important as customer referrals. 
Most workmanship errors will be found within 
the first year, probably the first good storm. The 
reason this question is important is most roofing 
contractors will warranty the workmanship, and 
the manufacturer will warranty the product as 
long as it is installed correctly. Make sure you un¬ 
derstand warranties. (Warranty's apply to new 
works excludes repair works) 

Does your roofer carry out risk assess¬ 
ments and method statements for each 
job by a qualified site supervisor /opera¬ 
tive? What is a risk assessment? 

i) Identify the hazard 

ii) Decide who may be harmed and how 

iii) Evaluate the risk and decide on some 
precautions 

iv) Record your findings 

v) Review your assessment and update if 
necessary 

Is your roofer trained to work at heights? 
Does your roofers have an NVQ or is 
trained/approved in the job to be carried 
out? 

Do you need scaffolding? 

The answer is yes if the works take hours rather 
than minutes 

The cost of a tiles and the time to replace them 
can be almost insignificant compared with the 
cost of access. No sane roofer will place their 
safety below cost-cutting. Watching a man in 
his thirties being lifted on a spine board into an 
ambulance... is not a sight or responsibility you 
want to be left with! 

If you think it is expensive to hire a professional 
wait until you hire an amateur.

It was their fourth win in six games 
since the arrival of player manager 
Mark Jermyn who praised his player's 
character in winning the game, but not 
with the way they started.
